Ttiey state that there ia barely a mill 


in the state which Is not affected by the 
moth, and that all efforts to eradicate it 
have been unsuccessful. 
The moth is continually spreading 


Btrandfl of Bilk in great quantity, which 
not only gets into the flour, but also 
does the machinery BO badly that milla 
are obliged to shut down temporarily. 


Professor Johnson, who baa made a 


careful study of the subject, eays he has 
discovered that the moth propogatflB and 
matures more rapidly in this climate 
than in Canada, the oaatern part of the 
United Btatea and other cold countries 
where it baa appeared. He expects that 
the disastrous effecti of the moth will be 
eery apparent in nearly all the mills of 
tbe slate before the end of another year, 
aa it is almost impossible to drive oat 
tbe peat.

These men can 
afford to lay n good pavement, but they 
want tu get it done cheap, and then 
make the city keep it up." 


This is very ' true of pavements 


which were made with coal tar. As- 
phalturp. is a form of bitumen found in 
nature, and the basis of the bitumen in 
bituminous rock. Twenty yeara ago not 
one mile of asphalt street pavement ex- 
isted inthoOnittd States; today there 
are over 600 miles of asphalt atreet 
puvoment in the United States, but not 
BO much aa 8fty miles of bituminous 
rock street pavement. 


Eighteen yeara ago the consumption 


of asphalt for street pavement waa not 
1000 tons; laat year it waa over 5GOQC 
tone, which la equivalent to more than 
2,000,000 tons of bituminous rock. 


At home here Kern county asphall 


was first used in a small way in the fall 
of 1SS9; was need iu B little larger quant- 
ity in 1850 and was fuHher used in small 
patches, in an experimental way, in the 
body at large of Btreot pavements in the 
eaat. "A patch rurrounded by Trini- 
dad. The patch shows better than the 
original," ia the wording of the result o 
those experiments and followed by in- 
creasingly large orders for the material, 
This past year over 1000 tons of nspbal- 
tnui have been shipped from Kern 
county and I am creditably informed 
that over 10,000 tons have been con- 
tracted for the ensuing year. This is all 
for the merit of California asphalt over 
that of the Trinidad asphalt, which has 
placed the name of asphalt so high thai 
in the east bituminous rock is practi- 
cally unknown, and bituminous rock 
there cooks a public recognition under 
tho name ol "rock asphalt." 


TKere are very few people who have 


nn intelligent idea of the difference be- 
tween a bituminous ruck pavement and 
an asphalt pavement.

What IB the difference? Bituminous 


rock ie essentially eandatone or lime- 
stone impregnated with bitumen, or as- 
phalt, by nature. 


The percentages vary in different bitu- 


minous rocks, as does also the quality of 
tho bitumen itself, so that it ie not often 
that a bituminous rock IH found in na- 
ture whose bitumen is of the proper 
quality (neither too eoit nor too brittle), 
and mixed in those proportions wuicL 
experience baa found t'est for street 
pavftmenlfi. Bituminous rock pavemenl 
ia simply nature's mixture reheated and 
laid as pavement on a prepared founda- 
tion. 


ABphaltum pavements have bitumen 


also as their basis, but with this differ- 
euro: The bitumen known ne asphalt 
is mixed with the bitumen known as as- 
phalt oil or maltha, 30 a& by their union 
to form that quality of bitumen, or P.B- 
phaltic cetncnr, which line been found by 
experience to he tho best—neither too 
eoft nor too brittle, and this ia readily 
determined by tho thermometer ond cer- 
tain plijeical properties, and then miiod 
in definite 
fixed 
proportions to the 


heated Bund mixture. After it is done 
no chemist can tell whether it was dono 
by nature or by man's art, but when il 
has been properly done by ..rt the con- 
tractor can roly on and guarantee hit 
pavement, wherons lie is pardonable i 
ho does not care to guarantee nature's 
mixture for more than A very ehor 
period. .The excellence of each pave 
ineiit, ae exhibited hero in Fresno do 
mauds BpecinVatiuns admitting a fair 
field and no favor.
